great pleasure in pointing to the rapid advance made in the past two years 
in all educational matters. The inerease in the number of schools, the in- 
crease in our schoo) population, the rapid strides made in improved systems 
of instruction, the improvement in the character of our school buildings. 
the interest taken by our people in supplying their schools with tbe latest 
improvements and conveniences in the way of furniture and apparatus, 
books, maps, charts, etc., togethor with the increase of schools for higher 
education, are subjects upon which we may dwell with a pardonable pride,- 

The entire school population of Idaho in 1800 was 25,741. The reports 
from the various districts of the State on file in this office for the year end- 
ing September 1, 189§, show a school population of 31,219, an increase in 
two years of 5,478, i 

In 1890, we raised $202,890 for school purposes. The reports for this year 
show that we have raised in 1892 $320,235, an increase of $118,655. 

I may point out, also, that in the past two years the teaching force of our- 
"State has been reinforced by some of the best teaching talent in the United ' 
States. The teachers of Idaho have always compared very favorably with 
those of other States, but with our recént additions ın the way of teachers 
who hold not only collegiate but first class normal diplomas as well, we may 
be indulged in the statement that Idaho is far in advance of some of our 
western States. Tt ıs no uncommon thing now to see teachers in our country _ 
Schools who hold collegiate and normal certificates. 

While many of our teachers are well supplied with the best educational 
magazines and papers, this good work should go on until every teacher in 
the State is a subscriber to some educational journal. Our teachers must 
do this if they expect to keep abreast of the times in educational matters, I 
might suggest here that in the luck of an educational journal published in 


In submitting my report on the condition of the schools of Idaho, I take . - 
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the State, each county paper havé an educational column, conducted by an 
experienced teacher, in which the latest and best thought on theory and 
practice, together with other matters of professional interest, can be pro- 
mulgated. 

The press of the State deserves great credit for the encouragement it has 
always given to all educational matters, and especially to the teachers in pub- 
lishing their reports, and in giving publicity to educational intelligence, 

I call special attention to the number and value of school buildings erected 
in various parts of the State in the past two years. Buildings have been 
crected 1۳ Nampa, Moscow. Silver City, Eagle Rock, Oxford, DeLamar, and 
other places. costing all the way from $5,000 to $20,000. These buildings 
have been supplied with all the modern conveniences, and are structures of 
which any State might be prond, In Silver City, a new building was com- 
pleted costing $5,000. It is 30x50 feet, two stories high, and will fully 
accommodate the school population of that place. 

Moscow has a large and handsome schoo! building, and the schools, with 
J. C. Muirman az principal, are making a good record. The number en- 
rolled is 671: number belonging, 577; average daily attendance, 510; number 
of grades, 12; number of teachers, 12. 

Pocatello has a new building, worth $20,000, which is as nearly perfect as 
modern architecture can make it. J. W. Farris is the principal, who is 
assisted by seven teachers. The enrollment is 341. 

Hailey has a fine building, with an enrollment of 250 pupils. The build- 
ing is provided with all the modern appointments, and has a good library 
room with the foundations of a good library. J. H. Ely is the principal. 

Boise City has one of the finest school buildings in the entire northwest, 
a cut of which appears in this report. It was erected in 1882, at a cost of 
$100,000, and will accommodate 800 pupils. It has large, well ventilated 
rooms, wide corridors, & library of over 400 volumes, and is heated with hot 
water from the artesian wells nearthe city. At present, 15 teachers are 
employed. There are 750 pupils, enrolled. The high school numbers 50 
pupils, presided over by the principal, C. M. Kiggins, and two assistants. 

The course of instruction is broad, and both drawing and music are taught 
from the lowest to the highest grade. 

Ketchum also has a $10,000 school building. 

Nampa has a fine two-story brick school house that cost $10, 000. 

Lewiston also has a creditable building’ that cost about $20, 000. I. B. 
Forsman is the principal. 

These buildings are for the most part well supplied with all the latest 
school furniture, heating apparatus, maps, globe, charts, and all the para- 
phenalia of a well regulated school. * 

Quite an improvement is noticed alsó in the style of architecture and 
furnishing of school buildings in our rural districts, and a better system of 
grade work is being inaugurated and worked in our country schools, 

Notwithstanding all these evidences of improvement, much yet remains 
to be done. As heretofore, Idaho is laboring under the burden of an imper- 
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fect school law, that should he changed as soon as possible to meet the grow- 
ing demands of our State. The changes made by the first State Legislature 
in our school law added difficulties and embarrassments instead of eliminat- 
ing them. In another part of this report T have taken the liberty of pointing 
ont such changes as I deem it advisable to make in our school laws. and T 
hope that our Legislature at its coming session will make such changes as 
will result in laying the foundations upon which will be built up here a sys- 
tem of public schools second to none in our country. 

Mr. B. Byron Lower, the newly elected State Superintendent, will be 
present during the session of the Legislature, and wıll no doubt make such 
wise suggestions ag his wide experience, culture, and knowledge of the 
necessities of our schools may dictate. .

School Lands and the School Funds. 


The act of Congress by which Idaho was admitted into the sisterhood of 
States provided that the sections numbered 16 and 36 in every township of 
the State should be set apart, and the proceeds when sold devoted to the 
support of the common schools of the State. The proceeds of the sale of 
said lands were to constitute a permanent school fund, and only the inter- 
est of this money was to be used for school purposes. The total acreage of 
unsurveyed land in the State is estimated at 2,800,000 acres. There are 
258,120 acres already surveyed, and belonging to the State. 

In the two years last past there were sold 25,820.53 acres, at un average

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price of $23.91} per acre, amounting to $617,470.47. Of this sunt, $62,643.36, 


cash payment on hand, has been invested as a part of the irreducible publie . 


school fund of the state, 

The deferred payments on the sale of school lands, amounting to $554,827.11, 
draws 6 per cent interest, payable semi-annually, which goes into the dis- 
tributive school fund تمد بخ یت‎ 

In the year 1891 there were distributed by this Department $1,942.28. 

The amount of this fund distributed in the year 1892 was $15,009.32. The 
amount now on hand and estimated receipts and subject to distribution for 
1893 is 940,000. ^ 

Tt will ke seen from this how rapidly the school funds are being increased 
from this source. In the near future we will have as large a school fund as 
we reasonably need. z 

At the time the Constitution was formed there was no Httle opposition to 
the proposition to fix the minimum price of school lands at $10 per aere, but 
the wisdom of this measure فد‎ now apparent to all. 

With our rapid strides iu point of wealth and population these lands will 
grow more valuable from year to year, and as decade follows decade a mag- 
nificent school fund will be built up from this source. 

Hon. Frank Fenn, our efficient Land Commissioner. estimates that for 
many years to come a ready sale of all our public lands will be found at 
prices above the minimum. 

This fund increasing from year to year and accumulating in our State 
treasury will go out in countless beneficent streams to every hamlet and to 
every school district in our State, aiding in the promulgation of a solid and 
broad culture, of advanced ideas, of a love for our common country and its 
flag, thus tending to banish ignorance, poverty and crime, and این‎ ang 
American institutions and American ideas to latest time. 


ji University Lands and State University. À 

There were donated by the government 50,000 acres of land for university 
purposes. Of this amount, 40,000 have been selected, aud 2,757 acres sold 
in 1891 and 1892, from which $27,557 have been realized. 

It gives me greáb pleasure to report that the experiment of founding a 
State University in Idaho has so far proven a brilliant success, and from 
the present favorable outlook, I am justified in casting the horoscope of our 
University in a most flattering manner, and to predict that in a few years it 
will stand in the front rank among the educational institutions of our country. 

From & letter written to your excellency by H. B. Blake, Secretary of the 
Board of Regents, I am permitted to glean some important items The 
exact eost of the north wing of the University building is $34,749. It is 
estimated that the cost of completing the building will not be far from 
$75,000, The Board have expended for furniture, electric light, physical 
and chemical apparatus, tools, etc , $3,000. 
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The faculty is composed as follows:

The following communication from President Gault will show the present 
status of the University and the progress made in the few months/of its 
existence: 

Moscow, IDAHO, December 8, 1892. 
Hon. J. E. HARROUN, 
^^ Superintendent of Public Instruction, 
Boise City, Idaho. 

Mv DEAR SIR: The University of Idaho is yet so new and formative that 
& few informal statements covering salient points must suffice for our first 
report. Not until September last was a date fixed for the opening of the 
institution. On October 3d about 40 students assembled in the unfinished 
and unfurnished building. It was the intention to have a forma! opening 
upon October 12th, but the exigencies of the situation forbade. Without 
ceremony, and in the simplest and moat unostentatious manner, the institu- 
tion began work, with only two instructors upon the ground, the president 
included. Although insufficiently advertised, the University has already 
enrolled one hundred students. Under.the circumstances this should be 
regarded as an extremely favorable beginning, as many eastern State Uni- 
versities began with fewer students and these mainly in the preparatory 
department. 

The zeal, dignity and deportment of these young people are worthy the 
higest commendation. The quality of mind is unusually good and promising. 

"The preparatory department has been thoroughly organized and some 
collegiate work has already been attempted. Present appearances indicate 
a good sized freshman class next year. 

Only the west wing of the proposed main building has been erected. This 
ig an imposing structure of pressed brick, commodious, and well adapted to 
the purpose for which intended. Although plain architecturally it will, 
when completed, be attractive in both exterior and interior finish. The 
several rooms are large and cheerful, and now well supplied with suitable 
furniture. 

'The basement story stands just above the ground line, consequently it is 
dry and well lighted, and affords excellent temporary quarters for the lab- 
oratory and mechanical shop. The ladies’ wardrobe and lavatory are located 
upon this floor. 

The first story is devoted to the president's office and class room, a study 
hall, one recitation room and to the gentlemen's cloak room. On the second 
floor are two recitation rooms, one study hall and a small reading room. 
The assembly room and library comprise the third floor. 

Thus the entire fourteen rooms are fully occupied. Indeed, a few more 
students would crowd the building to its utmost capacity. The early com- 


ated 
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pletıon of the entire building is a matter of supreme importan :e to the well 
being of the University. The building 1s lighted by electricity and is sup- 
plied with artesian water. 

At present the institution has no library except the public documents 
usually contributed by the general government to all public hbraries ‘The 


departmen's have been very kind to us, supplying us with ropar ts that.are . 


old and rare. odd 

At this writing the laborator: and shop for mechanic arts are receiving 
fixtures and appliances for practical work on those lines of instruction. 

The Regents bave not met since the institution began work and necessa- 
rily many matters have been deferred to the meeting to be held the last of 
the current month Undoubtedly at this meeting new departments will be 
created, additional pi ofessors engaged, and the facilities increased commen- 
surate with the rapidly growing needs of the University 

The campus is a twent,-acre lot upon al eminence, just on the edge of the 
city of Moscow. Ravely 1s found a more sightly spot, or a campus of greater 
possibilities ın the way of improvement and adornment. Already a gravel 
driveway and ample walks about the building have been constructed, while 
the ground has been placed in excellent state of cultivation for contemplated 
improvements next season. 

As the establishment of the University brings a new element into the 
educational work of the State, it is highly essential thatan early adjustment 
be made between our publie schools and the University. Manifestly the 
University 1s the highest grade or department of the system of popular 
education sustained by the State. For some time to come the Uniyersity 
will be compelled to main'ain 4 preparatory department to do what the less 
populous seetions of the State are wholly unable to do for their youth. 
There must bea perfect adjustment between all grades of the schools—the 
rural, the village and the city schools, so a student leaving the home school 
may join that class in the preparatory or collegiate department of the Uni- 
versity for which his previous sehooling has prepared him, and thus con- 


tinue in unbroken steps à course of instruction that has been agreed upon by . 


competent authority. The University will gladly co-operate with all well 
directed effort having this desirable object in view. 

There is no apparent reason why Idaho may not have a great University, 
one fully abreast of the times in facilities for effective work and in methods 
of instruction, an institution creditable both to this vigorous commonwealth 
and to the eause of popular education. 

A well chosen policy properly administered, a generous public sentiment 
and the cordial co-operation of all interests and influences will speedily 
place the University of Idaho in the very front rank.

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I mosi heartily coincide with the views of President Gault as herein 
expressed. There should be an adjustment made as speedily as possible 
between the courses of study in our public schools and our private schools 
as far as it can be done, and our State University, so that the children of 
Idaho, without loss of time and with a course of study reaching from the 
foundation tothe completed educational structure. can begin their culture in 


` the primary departmen!s of our common schools and finish in the University. 


I may be permitted to urge upon your excellency, and through vyou^upón 
the Legislature of our State, the importance of an early completion of the 
University building. 

Mr. Blake has pointed out in his letter thàt the tax of 1892 will pay all 
the indebtedness so far contracted, and that the three-fourths of a mill tax 
of 1893 and 1894 still remains toward the complétion of the building. The 
extension of this tax throuch the years 1895 and 1896 would probably create 
sufficient funds to complete the byilding. 

The Board of Regents have realized $1,797, principal, from the sale of 
lands, and $682 interest on the same. 


The Mormons and Our Public Schools. 


It gives me great pleasure to call a'tention to the changed attitude of our 
Mormon population to our publie schools. The spirit of opposition to our 
system of popular education that was so apparent on the part of the Mor- 
mon people for so many years past has ceased and a new era has dawned 
that cannot but be of untold advantage to this people. 

Heretofore, in everything relative to educational subjects. a marked 
apathy has characterized the administration of schools in those counties 
where the Mormon people predominated; now, however, an era of good 
feeling prevails, and this is but the precursor of a joyful day illumined by 
the effulgent rays of general education. 

Hon. G. S. Patten, Superintendent of Schools of Bear Lake County, 
informs this office, with a proper feeling of pride, that in his county, 
through the united action of the people of all religious faiths, every district 
save one, has, in a single year, furnished its school house with the latest 
improved school furniture, maps, charts, apparatus, etc. When we 
remember that Bear Lake County is an agricultural county, in which the 
people are struggling with the obstacles and vicissitudes of a frontier farm- 
ing community, the fact above mentioned speaks volumes for their enter- 
prise in educational matters. 

Our American public school system is a great leveler. The children of 
parents of all sects and of every nationality meet upon one common level, 
drink the waters of toleration, building a truly American citizenship, the 
motto of which is, in the language of the immortal Lincoln, “With malice 
towards none and charity for all.” 


+ 
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In addition to this work accomplished in our common schools in south- 
eastern Idaho, several institutions for higher education have been estab- 
lished and commodious structures built. One of these is at Preston. 
Oneida County, one af Oakley, Cassia County, and another at Elba, Cassia 
County. These buildings and the schools for higher education established 
and in working order therein, reflects great credit on the people of the 
counties where they are located as well as upon the State at large.

Agricultural College. 


There were donated by the government 90,000 acres of land for the found- 
ing of an agricultural college. So far, 56,552 acres have been selected for 
this purpose. 

The importauce of the establishment of such a college to the industrial 
interests of our State cannot be too strongly urged upon our Legislature. 
There can be no question that the interests of the State will be subserved 
by the founding of such an institu'ion, and indications are not wanting that 
it should be done at once. 

Agriculture is one of the three great pillars upon which the permanent 
growth und prosperity of Idaho rest We have as good soil as can be 
found anywhere; we have an abundance of land, differing, it is trne, from 
that of some States in that irrigation is necessary in order to cultivate it 
properly: we bave an abundance of water in our rivers that can be used for 
irrigation, and with our experimental stations in full operation, and our 
agricultural college established and working giving to our young farmers 
the best and latest information as to methods of farming. especially adapted 
to the peculiarities of our soil and climate, our progress in this important 
branch would be rapid. The establishment and equipment of such an 
institution would put Idaho abreast of other States, and would no doubt aid 
in her growth and development: 


Charitable Institutions. 


DEAF, DUMB AND BLIND. 


The donation of the government towards the establishment. of the char- 
itable institutions named was most handsome and generous, amounting to 
150,000 acres. The State should take immediate steps for the location and 
sale of these lands, and in the near future should found an institution of its 
own for the care of its deaf, dumb and blind. ` 

Under the provisions of an act of the Legislature approved March 14, 1891, 
by which the State Board of Education was authorized to contract with the 
authorities of charitable institutions of other States or Territories for the 
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1 education of Idaho's unfortunate ones, the State Board of Education made a 
' contract with the Colorado Springs Deaf, Dumb and Blind Asylum, located 
at Colorado Springs, Colorado, for the care of our unfortunates, at the rate 
of $250 annually for each pupil. - 

In 1891 the Board sent four pupils to Colorado Springs, three blind and 
one deaf. In 1892 they sent six, four blind and two deaf. FM 
* Sofarthe resulis are very satisfactory. 'The school, under the efficient 
supervision of Prof. John M. Ray, is admirably conducted, and is fully up 
with the times in all i's departments. 

While with the very few unfortunates at present in our State. now num- 
bering 50, or thereabouts, we can make satisfactory arrangements for their 
education elsewhere, still it is time for our State to consider the propriety 
of establishing an institution of its own. 

It is asign of advance in civilization when the people of a State or coun- 
try make ample provisions for the care of its poor and unfortunate. Rome 
had her Coliseum and her splendid collection of public buildings: Greece 
had her Parthenon, her art temples, and her groves of Parnasus, but in all 
their broad domain there was not an asylum for the blind or deaf. It re- 
mained for a later and better civilization to show to future ages that a na- 
tion can be truly great in commerce. in law, in arf, in culture, and at the 
same time cultivate those mild humanities that heal, and bless, and shed 
their lustre along the path of the poor and unfortunate. Time will show 
that Idaho is not behind her sister States in her care for those whose in- 
tirmities render it impossible for them to eare for themselves.

State Normal School. 


The importance of founding and maintaining a State Normal School, in 
whieh the teachers of our State can obtain needed professional training for 
fhe arduous and responsible position of instrueting our children, is recog- 
nized by all. 

The general government has donated 100.000 acres of land for the pur- 
pose of aiding the people of our State in founding such an institution, and 
in the years of 1891 and 1892, 9,596 acres have been selected with this end in 
view. 

Tf the doctrine advocated by Immanuel Kant be true that in the world the 
greatest thing is man, und in man the greatest thing 1s mind, is it not true 
that he who essays to train this grandest thing 1n man, to lay the founda- 
tions of many generations, to give direction to that which is destined to 
live when empires have crumbled and the mountain ranges of the globe, 
after the elements have done their work of havoc on them, have passed 
away, should have in the way of training the bes! that is obtainable, and 
that to rare personal and general literary qualifications should be added 
special training in Normal methods, in order that he muy measure up to 
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the reponsibilities of the teacher s profession? To put this question before 
reasonable men, .s to answer it Tbe teachers of our publie schools, that 
have been well referred to as the colleges of the common people, should be 
thoroughly ‘qualified for their work. The State should aid them in this 
preparation. At the meager salaries paid to our common schoo! teachers, 
only a very few can afford the expense of attending a a Normal School located 
our of the State, but were a Normal School founded here, they would -in 

many instances a'tend 

I beg that our Legislature at its present session take into consideration 
this whole Normal School question, and that it proceed at once to found 
such a school within the borders of our fast growing State, fixing the loca- 
tion where m its judgment the best interests of our teachers demand. 

T may venture to say that such.a measure wonld meet with the approba- 
tion of our people. 


Scientific Schools. 


The government donated to the people of Idaho 100,000 acres of land for 
the establishment of a Scientific School, for the special trainmg of our 
Young people in science, as for example. in mineralogy, or 1n general in the 
application of science in practical matters. So far no selection of these 
lands has been made, owing in part, if not mostly, to the imperfect surveys 
of lands in this State. When the high rank which our State is destined 
to take among the mining states of the Union is taken into consideration, 
the importance of the establishment of a school in which special attention 
is paid to the subject of mineralogy will be seen at a glance. In some 
States, the school of mines is made quite a prominent feature, and 16 would 
no doubt mount rapidly into popular favor in Idaho were such a school es- 
tablished. 


Congress should be memorialized by our present Legislature to make in- 
ereass»d appropriations for the surveys of the publie lands of our State, so 
that selections can be made from our unsurpassed fimber lands which 1n the 
near future are sure to be quite valuable. Our Legislature should also make 
ample provision in the way of & reasonable appropriation 408 the location, 
selection and sale of these lands at an early day. i

State Teachers’ Association. ۰ 


In response to a call made by the State Superintendent for the orguni- 
za‘ion of a State Teachers’ Association, 85 teachers, representing nearly 
all parts of the State, met in Boise City, March 22, and effected a perma- 
nent organization, Papers on various educational topics were read by the 
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leading educators of the State, and the exercises, both day and evening, 
were well attended, and a most profitable time was had. The following 
officers were elected to serve until the next meeting of the, Association, 
which will be at the call of the State Superintendent 1n March, 1893: 

President, J. E. Harroun; Vice-Presidents, Prof. Kiggins, Ada; C. W..

The Association adopted the following Constitution: 


CONSTITUTION OF THE STATE TEACHERS’ ASSOCIATION, 
OF IDAHO, ADOPTED MARCH, 24, 1892.

We, the Teachers of the State of Idaho, in order to promote the educa- 
tional interests of the individual and of the State, and to further insure the 
future progress of the teachers’ work as a profession, do hereby organize 
ourselves inte an Association, and do adopt for our government the following

The name of the organization shall be the State Teachers’ Association of

SECTION 1. The President, Vice-Presidents, Secretary and Treasurer 
shall perform the duties usual for such officers. 

The Executive Committee shall arrange the program and have 
the general management of each annual meeting of the Association; one 
member to be a resident of the place where the annual meeting is held.

Columbus Day. ^ 


Instructions and suggestions were sent out from this office to the various 
school districts'of the State for the proper observanee and celebration of tlie 
^400th anniversary df thé discovery of America. Heports from over the. 
State show that nearly every school carried out the program, and cele- 
‘brated the day with fitting exercises. 


Educational “Exhibit. 


Barly i in the year steps were taken to arrange for a proper exhibit of the 
work of our schools at the Columbian exhibit. This matter was thoroughly 
discussed at the State Association, and suggestions were sent out from this ' 
office to the schools.’ Commissioner Wells appointed A. E, Gipson, of Cald- 
well, Idaho, as Superintendent of this spécial work, and he has entered 
upon his labors with encouraging prospects. I call especial attention of 
teachers and school principals to this matter, and urge them to do all in 
their power to make Idaho’s educational exhibit creditable. 
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- 


, Arbor Day. 


I am pleased to report that the interest in Arbor Day is increasing. This 
vear it. was appropriately observed in many parts of the State. Programs 
and suggestions were sent out from this office, and the response was gener- - 
ous and hearty. This is one of the holidays that should be very popular in 
Idaho, and its observance should be general all over the State. 


Supervision by the State Superintendent. 


The great. good to our schools resulting from an intelligent and general 
supervision is a matter that strikes even the most superficial observer. In 
this way uniformity in methods of instruction, and to a large degree uni- 
formity in text-books can be secured. The uplift and inspiration given to 
both pupils and teachers by the visit and addresses of a live, wide-awake 
Superintendent, are of great benefit, and must fot be overlooked. In the 
average rural district, the annual visit of ihe Superintendent is looked for- 


' ward to with much interest, and orten marks an era in the history of the 


school. 

In order that the Superintendent may visit asanany schools as possible in 
various parts of the State, the appropriation for his traveling expenses, 
now only $125 per year, should be largely increased. It must be taken into 
consideration that Idahois a large State, and that the cost of traveling from 
one section to another is considerable. In order to reach the Coeur 
à'Alenes, for example, or the schools of Kootenai County, he must travel 
over 600 miles, through portions of two other States, while from Boise City 
to Cassia, or Lemhi, or Oneida, he must travel about an equal distance. 
How can he be expected to do this on $125 a year? I recommend that the 
legislature increase the appropriation for the traveling expenses of the 
State Superintendent to $625 per annum. "This sum will enable him to visit 
most of the schools of the State, and will result no doubt to the good of our 
school system. 

The parsimony of the last Legislature in making such a paltry appropria- 
tion for the traveling expenses of the State Superintendent has excited no 
little unfavorable comment in all parts of the State, and it is to be hoped 
that the present body will remedy the matter at once. 


a 


As to County Superintendents. 


It is a matter of regret that the State Constitution united in one the of- 
fices of Probate Judge and Coufity Superintendent of Schools. I am well 
aware that this was done in the interests of economy, but in my opinion it 
was a great mistake. Economy is all well enough, but our legislators could - 
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have found a more suitable field for the exercise of their talents in this di- 
rection 1n some other department that does not so nearly concern the vifal 
well-being of the people of the State as do their schools and the mental and 
moral training of their children. The duties imposed upon those who hold 
these double offices are so onerous and so diverse that it is impossible for 
one man to perform them with satisfaction. In my opinion, therefore, our 
State Constitution should be changed as speedily as possible in this regard. 

I am pleased to add that as to the propriety of making this change, all the 
teachers and schoolmen of the State are agreed. The matter was most 
thoroughly discussed at our State Teachers’ Association held in this city 
last March, and there was but one opinion on the subject, and that was in 
favor of the change. 

There should be in each county a competent r & practical school man, 
selected for the office of County Superintend« ıt, and he should be paid a 
reasonable salary to give & careful supervision to the schools of his county. 
Such action would result to the benefit of our rural districts, whose schools, 
more, indeed, than those of the towns and villages, are in need of super- 
vision. The schools of the cities and towns, owing tu the wise and careful 
supervision exercised over them by their Principals, are doing well, and 
need but httle, if any, attention from a County Superintendent. Our coun- 
try schools need care and supervision most. and get less of it. These are 
the schools that wall be benefited most by a good system of County super- 
intendency. 


Suggested Amendments of Our School Laws. 


z 


Allow me to suggest the following changes in our school law: 

1. That section 2 be so amended as to give the State Superintendent 
power to call special meetings of the State Board of Education, instead of as 
now making & majority vote of the Board necessary to the calling of such 
meetings. 

3. That section 4 be amended so that there will be only one grade of State 
diplomas instead of two as now. 

3. That gection 8 be changed so that the expense of printing for this de- 
partment, blank forms, laws, etc., shall be paid for out of the general fund 
„ instead of the school fund. 

4 That section 20 be changed so that the minimum of taxes in each 
county will be eight mills on the dollar instead of five, until the accumula- 


tions from our school land sales shall be sufficient for the maintenance of- 


schools. 

5, That section 25 be amended so as to read as follows: “It shall be the 
duty of the County Auditor, upon presentation of an order from the Clerk 
of the Board of Trustees of any school district in his county, said order be- 
ing also ‘approved’ by the County Superintendent, to draw his warrant 
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upon the school fund standing to the ereditof said school district in favor 


_ of the person mentioned in said order as entitled to receive the same. And 


the County Superintendent is expressly prohibited from approving any such 
order for an amount in excess of that by his books shown ta be in the county 
treasury to the credit of the school district from the Clerk of the Board,of 
which the order comes. And the County Treasurer shall on the last busi, 
ness day of each month report to the County Superintendent the amount of 
money in the school fund of the county received from all sources, and the 
County Superintendent is required within three days after receiving such 
report to apportioh the amount as reported to be in the school fund of the 
county among the several districts of the county in the manner provided in 
sec. 22, and to notify the Treasurer and. Auditor of the amounts apportioned 
to each district, and also notify the Clerk of the Board of Trustees of each 
district of the amount placed to the credit of his district.” 

6, A uniform system of text-books for the entire State is. greatly to be de- 
sired. Our present method. of allowing each county to select a series of 
lext-books independent of other counties, tends to great confusion, and en- 
tails useless expense and hardships upon families moving from one county 
to another. I would. therefore recommend that a convention composed of 
teachers holding valid certificates be called, presided over by the. State 
Superintendent, at an early date, to adopt a uniform system of text- books, 
and I suggest that such convention be composed of one delegate from each 
county, to be selected by the teachers of the respective counties, and that 
the State reimburse said delegates for the actual expenses incurred in at- 
tending this convention, and urge the enactment of a law to that effect. 
The frequent changes of text-books as practiced in some counties :ause 
parents useless expense, and are matters of frequent and hostile criticism. 
The cóst of text-books, to pupils in all parts of the State, should be the 
same, 

. The series of text-hooks adopted in accordance with the above sugges- 
tion should not be changed for at least five years. 

1. The law agit now stands (see chapter 5) regulating the creation of new 
districts, is productive of much injury to the eause which it is supposed to 
aid. Under present provisions any two or three families who are dissatis- 
fied with the management of & district can unite and form a new district. 
The results of such action are disastrous. One prosperous district may by 
prejudice and haste of one or two individuals, be severed into two weak, . 
puny districts, incapable ôf maintaining a school for any reasonable term, 
which any one ean see is conducive to petty jealousies and local animosities, 
and productive of general demoralization. There should be some board or 
ultimate authority whose decision should determine the necessity for the 
organization of naw districte, rather than the passing whim of two or three 
parties chiefly animated by selfishness and prejudice. 

The present system of electing trustees is nonsensical and utterly with- 
out merit, Trustees should be elected in such manner that there- shall at 
all times be two experienced members on the Board, and the Board should 
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choose its own Chairman and Clerk, and not haye such officers elected, as” 
they now are. The present law is so framed that every six years an en- 
tirely new Board is elected. 

Farther, a District Treasurer is provided for, but other provisions | of the 
law require all moneys to be deposited elsewhere. The office of District 
Treasurer is thus made a sinecure. d 

8, County institutes of not less than ten days in duration should be. made 
compulsory, and not dependant, qoor the ideas of the necessity therefor 
that may find their way into the mind of the County Superintendent. Fifty 
dollars a year as now provided for paying the expetises of Tustitutes, is 
wholly inadequate. Two hundred and fifty dollars i is little enough for such 
a purpose, and this sum could be doubled and the expenditure would be well 
ang worthily made.
